'Three 
Hundred Grenadiers of the Grand Army, ſuppor- 
ted by 120 others, and 270 Fuzileers, were com- 
manded for the Attack on the Right:; and the other 
100 Grenadiers from the Grand Army, ſupported 
by 280 others, and 270 Fuzileers, for the Attack 
on the Left. All things being in a readineſs, the 
Duke of Marlborough, who was in the Trenches, , Attack 
cauſed a Signal to be made for the Attack, which made, and 
was carryed on with all imaginavle Vigour and zh?

The Centi- 
nels and Guards having fired at them, the Confe- 
derate Troops took the Alarm, ran to their Arms; 
and the Palatine Dragoons of Migenſtein, getting 
firſt on Horſeback, with incredible Speed, fell on 
the Enemy, and purſued them to the Barrier 
of the Town, which the Beſieged were, at firſt, ſhy 
of opening, and ſo left their Men expoſed to the 
Fire of the Confederate Infantry, which ſetting 
Fire to ſome Bags of Powder, about” 60 of the 
Enemy were blown up, with their Horſes. How- 
ever, about Twelve Hundred of the foremoſt got 
into the Town; and the reſt, by the Favour of the 
Night, and the Confuſion the Confederate Camp 
was in, retired, tho? with the utmoſt Precipitation, 
towards Douay; but met with another Misfortune 
near Pont-a-Rache : For ſome of the Bags of thoſe 
that went before, being untied, and the Powder 
falling on the Ground, was ſet on Fire, by the Horſes 
of thoſe that came alter ſtriking Fire on the Pave- 
ment, whereby about 30 Men were kill'd: Beſides 
which, the Allies took in the Camp ſeveral Priſo- 
ners, and amongſt them the Marquis de Bethune, a 
Lieutenant- Colonel, a Major, a Captain, and two 
Subalterns: So that the Enemy paid very dear for the 
Supply of Ammunition they threw into the Town.

That beſides the Improvement 
of Commerce, the French Refugees had greatly con- 
tributed towards the Support of the Rewolation Set- 
tlement, by putting the beſt part of their own Sub- 
ſtance, and of their Friends aud Relations Abroad, 


into the publick Funds: (of which they had a freſh 


Inſtance in their ſubſcribing near 500000 l. into the 
Bank of England,) Inſomuch that, by a modeſt Com- 
putation, the Refugees were reckon d to have above 
two Millions Sterling in the Government. That as 
they could not be ſuppos d to have brought one half 


ol that Money into England, ſo it was Prudence to 
divert the Thoughts they might have upon the Con- 


cluſion of the War, to carry their vaſt Gains 


Abroad, (which would very much leſſen the current 


Cath and Credit of Great Britain,) by granting them 
the Advantages and Privileges enjoy d by Her Ma- 
jeſty's Natural- born Subjects; which would not on- 
ly invite them to ſettle here, but like iſe bring over 
ſuch of their Friends and Relations as might hope 
to inherit their Eſtates. That the French Refugees, 
had, at all times, in their ſeveral Stations and Cal- 
lings, given ſignal Proofs of their Love for our hap- 
py Conſtitution, and of their Zeal and Affection 
for the Government : And 1n particular ſuch of 
them as had Military Employments, which they 


had diſcharg'd, both in the late and preſent War, 
with diftingmſh'd Bravery and Conduct. That 


this War had already conſum'd ſuch a vaſt Num- 
ber of Men, that it was highly neceſſary to ſupply 
that Loſs by inviting Foreigners to come over, whe- 
ther the War continued, which would ſtill encreafe 
the Scarcity of Men; or whether it was drawing to

And in ſhort, That all the Objections againſt a 
Naturalization were grounded upon this falſe Sup- 


poſition, That Foreigners mould ever continue, and be looł d 
pon as ſuch ; Which was ſufficiently confuted by paſt 
and daily Experience. Upon the whole Matter, it 
was reſolv d, That the ſaid Bill be committed to a 
Committee of the whole Houſe, who were empow- 
er d to receive a Clauſe for Preſerving the Rights of

' terprize upon Carthagena. King Charles II. being 
dead, the French by their ſecret Intrigues with the 
* Duke of Anjou, under pretence of an Agreement, 
whereby the French Guinea Company at $f. Malo 
was to ſupply the Spaniſbh-Colonies with Negroes, 
and ſome other Pretences, carry'd their Point fo 
far, that the Trade and Navigation to the Spaniſh 
It. Indieꝶ was granted to the Subjects of France; 
and the Engliſh, and the Subjects of this Repub- 
lick excluded from the ſame. The Galleons and 
* Flotillas were ferch'd and convoy'd by French 
Men of War, and brought into France, Or into the 
Span iſu Ports neareſt to that Kingdom, as it has been 
ſeen lately, in regard of a Fleet from New Spain, 
* which put into Paſſage, under a French Convoy, 
and was immediately conducted from thence to

Cloth, which filled their Gondola. Having taken 
them on board, they drew their Curtains and ſailed 
with them towards Venice This being perceived, 
11 of the Cuſtom- houſe Officers ſtopped the Gondola, 
about a Mile without Venice. When they entered 
the Veſſel, the Gondoliers pray'd them to take pity 
on them, told them the Story as twas, and that 
neither his Excellency nor any of his Domeſticks 
knew any Thing of ir. The Officers took the 
Cloth, and let the Gondola go. My Lord knew 
nothing of it till the Day after, and he ſent on the 
29th his Secretary Mr. Cole, with a Memorial about 


it to the College, ſigned with his own Hand. The 


Republick- ſent him an Anſwer in the Evening, in 
which they ſaid, They were very much troubled at 
the Accident; they aſſured his Excellency, that it 
was done without their Orders or Knowledge; and
